court, to which he was elected in 1883. 
Justice Peckham was born in Al­ 
ban y , November 8, 1838. 
He was a 
son of Rufus W heeler Peckham an d a 
y oun ger brother of W heeler Hazard 
Peckham, who was a promin en t law­ 
y er of this city . 
Rufus W. Peckham 
was educated at the Alban y academy 
an d then at a school in Philadelphia, 
after which he studied 
law in 
his 
father’s office an d was adm itted to 
the bar when 21 y ears old. 
He was elected justice of the su­ 
preme court of this state in 1882, an d 
w'hile holdin g that position in 
1886 
was elected an associate justice of the 
supreme court. 
The term of office 
was 14 y ears an d before that term 
had expired he was 
appoin ted 
by 
Presiden t Clevelan d associate justice 
of the supreme court of the Un ited 
States. 
This was in December, 189 5. 
For the last two or three y ears the 
justice has n ot en joy ed good health 
an d th ere have been man y rumors of 
his retirem en t.

Fo ur a ve­ 
nues fo r the intro ductio n o f preventive 
measures are indicated by tbe titles o f 
the 
sessio ns—medical, 
philanthro pic, 
institutio nal and educatio nal. 
Practi­ 
cally all causes sug g ested under these 
bending s are summarized in the fo ur 
mentio ned in the sectio n o n medical 
preventio n—co ng enital debility , unsuit­ 
able no urishment, impro per care and 
co mmunicable o r infectio us diseases. 
When it is recalled that the men who 
are in the thick o f the fig ht ag ainst 
the heedless and unnecessary waste o f 
baby life assert that the present in­ 
fant death rate co uld 1h> cut in half 
by the enactment and rig id enfo rce­ 
ment o f la ws requiring the adequate 
inspectio n o f tbe so urces o f tlie milk 
supply , co upled with tfie sanitary in­ 
spectio n o f tenements, the accurate reg ­ 
istratio n o f births and tbe instructio n 
o f the mo thers by visiting nurses o r 
o ther pro perly accredited representa­ 
tives o f the lo cal bo ards o f health, it 
is readily seen that two very g rave 
so urces o f dang er are to -be fo und in 
the quality o f the no urishment fed to 
babies and tbe co nditio ns o f tbe ho mes 
themselves. 
Serio us as the pro blem o f

a bullet through his right temple and 
died about half an hour later at the 
Oasuaity hospital. 
Mrs. Short is at 
the same hospital with three bullets 
la her left side, one just under the 
shoulder blade and the other two 5 
or 6 inches below. 
The physicians 
said ther* was a good chance for re­ 
cov ery. 
The shooting was the culmination 
of a m arried life filled with trouble. 
The couple were m arried about sev en 
years ago. 
Short, who was a teller 
in a New York bank, was found short 
in his accounts a year later. 
He fled 
and was captured and sentenced to 


bIx years in Sing Sing. 
W hile he was 
in prison their only child, a boy, died 
M rs. Short, to support herself and 
her m other and to s^nd her husband 
many little things not furnished to 
oonv icts, went on the stage as a cho­ 
rus girl. 
When Short was released 
his wife liv ed with him for a while, 
but left him and return ed 
to 
the 
stage. The shooting followed a series 
of quarrels which the couple hav e had 
since Friday, when Short came here 
and endeav ored to hav e his wife leav e 
the stage and return to New York. 
Yesterday she started for the station 
to go to Pittsburg. 
W i; h her In a 
cab were her husband and Miss Cald 
well, another member of the compa 
ny. According to Miss Caldwell, Short 
acted in an ugly way toward his wife 
and sev eral times took hold of her 
roughly. 
Mrs. Short threaten ed 
to 
scroam. Short told her if she scream ­ 
ed he would make her sorry. 
Short 
kept Insisting that his wife return to 
New York, but she declined and said 
she was going to Pittsburg with the 
company. 
When

was 
reached, Miss Caldwell said, the hus­ 
band was infuriated and Mrs. Short 
sprang out of the cab terrified.

hmsband followed and both stumbled.

she inquired about the condition of 
her husband and said she hoped he 
i would get well.
